Based upon the information available at the time of this report, it is the preliminary determination of the undersigned that Ofc, BAEICZ, Anthony #12652 acted 
in compliance with Department policy. Ofc. BA3IC2 received information and description of a person with a gun at 7100 S. Merrill, He along with 2 other units 
headed to that location. BABICZ and his partner saw the Individual fitting the description (KNA COCKERHAM, Affontish ERN: 1542264) standing in s group 
with three other individuals and attempted to conduct a field interview. When COCKERHAM saw BABICZ he immediately fled E/B along 71st street with 
BABICZ in pursuit. COCKERHAM then observed another unit coming from the east prompting him to back track W/B on 71st to Merrill. At this time Ofc. 
BABICZ observed COCKERHAM to be holding a weapon. BABICZ ordered COCKERHAM to drop the weapon. The subject ran approximately 15 feet past 
BABICZ, turned and raised the weapon. Ofc. BABiCZ, in fear for his life, fired his weapon striking Offender COCKERHAM, Atfontish multiple times.
